Maj.  Fisher,  a member  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  is  from  Kuna,  Ida.  and 
recently  brought  fame  to  himself 
and  another  Viet  Nam  pilot  in  a 
daring  rescue  in  that  Asian  land.

A SUMMARY  of  that  episode, 
witfi  experts  from  the  Saturday 
Evening  Post,  follows: 

The  battle  of  Ashau  Valley  be- 
gin on  March  6.  1966  at  about  2 
a.m.  A North  Vietnamese  mortar 
attack,  followed  by  an  assult,  was 
launched  against  a Special  Forces 
camp  at  Ashau. 

IN  THE  AIR  battle  above  the 
ground  attack,  a lumbering  DC-3 
that  the  Air  Force  used  for  straf- 
ing missions  crashed,  killing  three 
of  its  occupants. 

Maj.  Fisher  and  a co-pilot  were 
sent  in  an  old  Skyraider  to  strafe 
the  area  around  the  downed  plane 
and  to  lead  in  rescue  helicopters. 
He  succeeded  in  bringing  the  aid 
helicopters  to  the  survivors  while 
at  the  same  time  methodically 
machine-gunning  enemy  forces. 

THE  NEXT  morning,  Maj.  Fish- 
er received  a telephone  call  that 
advised  him  he  was  being  recom- 
ended  for  the  Silver  Star. 

The  recommentation  got  lost  in 
the  events  of  the  day. 

He  was  sent  up  by  his  officers 
that  day.  again  to  the  battle  of 
Ashau  Valley. 

DURING  GROUND  action.  South 
Vietnamese  irregulars  defected  to 
the  V.C.  and  summarily  turned 
their  guns  on  their  former  Amer- 
ican allies. 

As  a result,  a radio  operator  on 
the  ground  called  for  Fisher,  and 


three  other  pilots,  to  dump  their 
“ordinance”— napalm,  etc  — on  a 
position  at  the  south  wall  of  the 
camp. 

SUDDENLY,  while  making  their 
run,  Maj.  Dafford  (Jump)  Myers 
was  hit  by  what  he  said  was  pos- 
sibly a Chinese  thirty-seven  milli- 
meter cannon.  Under  Maj.  Fisher’s 
guidance,  he  belly  landed  his  plane 
on  an  enemy  air  strip  and  then 
hushed  to  a near-by  patch  of  jungle. 

Maj.  Fisher  quickly  radioed  his 
control  point  and  asked  for  heli- 
copter assistance  for  the  downed 
j pilot,  who  he  was  sure  was  badly 
' burned. 

THE  ANSWER  came  just  as 
quickly:  “Too  dangerous.  Can  not 
send  chopper.” 

Then,  came  the  decision  on  Maj. 
Fisher’s  part.  He  would  rescue 
Myers  himself. 

HE  DIRECTED  three  other  Sky- 
raiders  to  strafe  the  area  for  sup- 
port fire  and  went  in  low  (the  run- 
way was  about  2500  feet).  He  land- 
ed his  propellor-driven  plane  among 
some  of  the  worst  concentrated 
fire  power  that  has  even  been 
poured  to  one  spot. 

In  Maj.  Myer’s  words,  “bullets 
were  whining  and  my  shoulder 
blades  were  really  puckering.” 

MAJ.  FISHER  landed  his  A-IE 
and  ran  over  to  where  he  tought 
Maj.  Myers  was. 

He  contacted  him  and  they  both 
made  it  back  to  the  plane.  All  this 
was  under  the  fire  of  every  North 
Vietnamese  who  happened  to  look 
in  their  direction. 

BOTH  PILOTS  got  safely  off  the 
ground  and  both  made  it  back  to 
their  home  base. 

For  his  heroism  in  rescuing  the 
downed  pilot.  Maj.  Fisher  was  re- 
comend^  for  the  Medal  of  Honor 
—the  highest  decoration  in  the  Viet 
Nam  War.

Some  of  the  data  needed  includes  the  date,  time  and 
place  of  the  accident  .This  information  could  have  a later 
bearing  on  the  case.  Another  important  factor  is  the 
weather  and  road  condition. 

NEXT,  THE  NAME,  ADDRESS  AND  LICENSE  NUM- 
BER of  the  other  driver,  the  name  and  address  of  the  car’s 
owner,  its  license  plate  number  and  state,  and  make,  model 
and  year  of  the  other  car  is  required.  This  infonnatidn 
should  also  be  furnished  on  your  car  to  the  other  driver.

IF  THERE  IS  SANY  DOUBT  as  t owho  had  the  right  of 
way  or  who  was  responsible  for  the  accident,  names  and 
addresses  of  any  witnesses  are  very  imixirtant.  So,  too,  is 
the  name  and  badge  number  of  the  investigating  police 
officer. 


The  name  of  the  insurance  agent  for  the  owner  and  dnver 
of  the  other  car  should  be  obtained,  if  available. 


PERHAPS  ONE  OF  THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  PARTS 
of  an  accident  report  form  is  a diagram  showing  the  position 
of  the  vehicles  involved — both  before  and  after  the  accident. 
Almost  every  report  fonn  has  a basic  cross-street  diagram 
already  printed,  and  all  that  is  required  is  to  draw  in  what 
happened.  Usually  j'our  car  is  known  as  Number  One  and 
tlie  other  as  Number  Two. 


This  diagram,  if  filled  in  at  the  time  of  the  accident, 
can  later  be  used  to  settle  certain  arguments.  While  most 
insurance  companies  advertise  “quick  payment,”  difficulties 
may  arise  and  it  could  be  months  before  a settlement  is 
reached.  In  this  period  of  time,  the  persons  involved  may 
forget  some  of  the  accident  details.  Memories  can  become 
very  hazy.  If  the  other  di'iver  was  in  the  wrong  and  insists 
that  you  are  the  one  who  committed  the  wrong,  your  dia- 
gram could  very  well  save  the  day  for  you. 


Obviously,  the  best  thing  to  do  is  avoid  having  an  acci- 
dent. But  if,  despite  j’-our  precautions,  you  become  involved 
in  one,  a proper^  filled-out  accident  report  can  save  a lot 
of  headaches.

Beverly  Warner  have  been  mold- 
ed into  a series  visual  experi- 
ences by  Director  Woodbury, 
chairman  of  the  Dramatic  Arts 
Dept.,  who  says  he  conceives 
Becket  as  nothing  short  of  “brill- 
iant. exciting  and  big  heater  with 
ideas  and  visual  splendors  ga- 
lore.”
